DECIDE REMAINING ARTICLES TODAY

Acquittal on Remaining Charges? 
At 10730 o'clock tomorrow morning the 
court will reconvene to pass on the four 
articles, beginning with No. 5.

Nearly all of 
the nine Court of Appeals judges and many 
senators repeated for the public the opinions 
already heard by the court in private con- 
ference. 

Eager auditors of the overflowing galleries 
found out that the prediction of several 
weeks ago as Chief Judge Cullen goes so 
gaes the court,” was wrong. Judge Cullen 
was among the eighteen who thought the 
governor should be acquitted—not because 
he had been proven guiltless but for the 
reason that he should not have been im- 
peached for conduct that took place before 
he entered office. Judge Cullen took the 
same stand as to article 2. In again raising 
his voice for acquittal on article 4, he said:

BANKS SEE KINKS © 
IN INCOMETAX LAW 
Delegate Committee to Find 


Out How They Are Going 
to Obey U. S. Rules. 


FEARINCREASED EXPENSE 


Practically all Chicago banks and invest- 
ment houses have joined in an effort to get 
immediate interpretation of clauses in the 
new income tax law from which they are 
frank to confess they expect many and se- 
rious complications.. There is no effort to 
fight the law. The bankers recognize it as 
passed on a strong popular demand. All they 
want is to find out how they are going to 
‘obey it. 

They figure that if they follow its apparent 
provisions they are likely to get into litiga- 
tion started by aggrieved investment secur- 
ity holders. If they do not follow these pro- 
visions, they say, they are certain to get into 
litigation started by the government. 

“That is the situation,” said James C. 
Hutchins, attorney for the Illinois Trust and 
Savings bank, last night. We want to ind 
out what we are going to do.” 


Committee to Frame Rule. 

And to get some light on this subject Mr. 
Hutchins, es chairman of the assembiy of 
delegates from all the banks, is empowered 
to name a committee to consider the disturb- 
ing situation and agree on a rule for all to 
follow. The committee is to be named short- 
ly. It will have to get under way and hasten 
ite deliberations, as there is a scant two 
weeks in which to agree on a plan for all to 
follow. 

It is reasonabiy certain that every large 
bank must open an entirely new administra- 
tive department for this work alone. And 
tor this heavy expense there is no remunera- 
tion. 

The banks encounter difficulties at the 
start. The law provides that the tex on in- 
comes of over $6,000 a year is collectible at 
the source. This, in the case of bonds, would 
be thé company which issued the bonds and

The holders of the stocks—also to general

Two Opposing Camps,

government more than the investor. The 
other camp is unwilling to risk bad feeling 
with the investors. It is largely to effecta 


compromise on which the banks will act in 


unison that the committee is authorized. 

A certain Scot who made a block of $300, - 
000,000 bonds at one jump a few years ago 
was even cannier than that feat would indi- 
cate.

man Hinebaugh has a dominating ‘rfluence. 


Camdidates Ending Campaigns, 

Col. Craig, the Democratic nominee, de- 
parted for a farewell trip through the district 
after a secret consultation last night with 
Peoria Democratic leaders and with Secre- 
tary of State Woods and State Treasurer 
Ryan. 

Leslie D. Puterbaugh, the Republican nom- 
inee, spent the day in Knox county, Col.

His campaign

Kewanee, III., Oct. 16.—[Special.)—Medill 
McCormick, in a speech here today in the 
judicial campaign, said:

LAUDS PUTEREBAUGH RECORD. 

A letter answering charges made by the 
opposition to former Judge Puterbaugh that 
his decisions in certain cases have shown a 
bias in favor of corporations and that he 
may also be biased in favor of the liquor in- 
terests was sent to Col. Frederick H. Smith 
at Peoria yesterday by Frank H. Scott of 
the law firm of Scott, Bancroft & Stephens, 
Chicago. 

With the letter Mr. Scott sent a summary 
of fifteen or more cases in which as Appel- 
late judge Mr. Puterbaugh decided adversely 
to corporations and the liquor interests. 

One case he cited was a personal injury 
case in which one Barringer had won a judg- 
ment of $2,500 against the Montgomery Coal 
company (Montgomery county, before Judge 
Farmer). The case was appealed. 

The plaintiff, engaged as a fuel conveyer, 
was hit by a piece of coal which fell on him 
by reason of the defective condition of the 
premises. It was contended, among other 
things, that the plaintiff had knowledge of 
the defects before the injury and therefore 
had assumed the risk and in addition was 
contributorily negligent. These contentions 
were both disregarded by Judge Puterbaugh, 
who delivered the opinion of the Appellate 
court, affirming the judgment. The Supreme 
court later reversed this decision. 


Cites Railroad Injury Case. 
Among the other cases cited by Mr. Scott 
| was this: 


Chicago and Alton railway company va. Petit. 
Action on the case for personal injuries. Tried 
below before Judge Meyers, McLean county. Judg- 
ment for plaintiff for $7,500, which was affirmed 
by the Appellate court. Plaintiff, an elevator em- 
ployé, after having loaded one of defendant's cars, 
noticed that it was leaking and notified the con- 
ductor of the train not to move the car further be- 
cause he wished to fix the leak. In order to do this 
plaintiff had to get under the car, and about half 
an hour later while there repairing the leak, the 
train backed and passed over his foot, crushing it, 
The Appellate court, in an opinion by Judge Puter- 
baugh, decided that the plaintiff had not been 
guilty of contributory negligence. 
This case was appealed to the Supreme court of 


Tilinois, which reversed remanded the case 
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‘Judge Puterbaugh might rule adversely to 


on the ground of contributory negligence of the 
plaintiff. [Opinion by Hand, J.; Magruder dissent- 
ing). 

© Gives Damages to Rail Employes. 

Another personal injury case cited by Mr. 
Scott: 

Chicago and Alton railway company vs. Wal- 
tere—Action dt trespass on the case for personal 
injuries. Tried below before Judge Meyers, Mo- 
Lean county. Judgment for the plaintiff for $4,000. 
Affirmed on appeal. 

Plaintiff, a freicht brakeman in defendant's em- 
ploy, while coupling an engine an caboose, had his 
hand so smashed that it had to be amputated. Auto- 
matic coupler refused to work, properly. Appel 
lants contended that plaintiff had assumed the r‘sk 
and had been guilty of contributory negligence.

was affirmed by the Supreme court of Illinois.

Mr. Scott. summarized seven other cases 
of personal demage suits decided on appeal 
by Judge Puterbaugh against the corpora- 
tions involved. 

There are also a number of cases based 
on the dram shop act, in which Judge Puter- 
baugh decided the contention on appeal 
against the liquor people. 


WANTS NO PROMISE FROM JUDGE. 

As bearing on the Puterbaugh-Shay-Craig 
campaign in which the argument has been 
made by some Progressive speakers that ex- 
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the new suffrage law, Catharine Waugh Me- 
Culloch, long time suffrage advocate, last 
night gave out to the press a statement say- 
ing: 

Some women and some men, too, do not 
know that it is wrong to try to commit a 
judge to a particular decision in advance of 
the trial or hearing. It is very much more 
important for us all to maintain the fairness 
and impartiality of our courts than to ob- 
tain a favorable decision in any one case or 
a decision establishing the validity of any 
statute—even the woman suffrage statute. 

No judge or juror who has pledged or 
committed himself before hearing the evi- 
dence and the arguments in court is qualified 
or fit to participate in the decision of a 
case. No judge of our Supreme court will 
be called upon or authorized to decide any 
question of the expediency of giving women 
the ballot. The question, if any, will de 
whether or not the act of the legislature 
meets the requirements of our constitution. 
That is a legal question, not a question of 
policy. 

„We should not hesitate to submit that 
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legal question to any fair, honest, and cap- 
able judge, even though he disagree with us 
upon the question of expediency which, as a 
judge, he is not to decide. 

„We should spurn any victory that might 
be obtained for the woman suffrage law by 
influencing a judge outside of court or inany 
other way than by the persuasion of fair 
legal argument.”

News of a new and hitherto unknown sav- 
age tribe came to Chicago yesterday with 

the arrival of the Rev. C. V. Hall, a Meth- 
oéiet missionary from Dutch New Guinea. 
Among the distinctive features of the new 
tribe are the following: 

The women ete dressed from tend to Set, 
but no dit skirta were seen. 

They are shy ae deer and will run from you 
binevead? of at. you, ae the known New Guinee 
tribe women. 

They do not pierce their ears and noses. 

These savages are not cannibalistic and 
rarely eat meat. 

Both men and women are immensely shy. 

They are smaller, wear their hair shorter, 
andi have less heavy looking faces than the 
tribes of the lower lands of New Guinea. 


Names Them Ei Ki. 

Mr. Hall, who is at the Division street 
T. M. C. A. while in Chicago, hae named the 
tribe Ki Ki. He said that not only fs there 
no record of the existence of such a tribe, 
but that even the neighboring tribes of the 
plains knew nothing of their existence. The 
language of the KI Ki is in some respects im- 
ilar to that of their neighbors, however. 


Women Dress in Bark. 

„ Tue first sight of them we had was a bark 
covered woman. She hack heard us, and to 
escape detection she had taken a position 
against a tree, hoping to appear part of the 
tree.

Five hundred machines have been de- 
livered and 200 of these have been paid for.

The bill asserts that by reason of the 
construction of the machines, fraud could 
be perpetrated on a large scale and with 
less fear of detection” than without the 
use of the devices. The bill avers that if 
the machines were generally used in Chi- 
cago there would be grave danger of the, 
perpetration of gross frauds.” 


Takes Slap at Administration. 
The bureau takes a back handed slap at the 
city administration's activity in attempting 
‘to sustain the contract for the machines in 
the following language: 

“Said city of Chicago and said board of 
election commissioners have persistently de- 
fended said contract and insisted upon the 
validity of the contract, and the legality of 
the delivery and acceptance of the machines 
thereunder.” 

At a recent meeting of the council ‘Ald. 
Lawley had the council dopt a resolution 
directing the corporation counsel to bring 
suit to recover the $188,500 paid the Empire 
company. The mayor said the council ex- 
pression was in the wrong form. It has 
been charged an assistant corporation coun- 
sel has been appearing in court in defense of 
the machine contract. So the bill asks the 
court not only te restrain the mayor and 
other city officials and election commission- 
ers, but also their agents, employés, and 
attorneys '’ from enforcing or carrying out 
the contract. 


Inspection Promise Broken. 
The specifications on which the machines 
were purchased provided the public should 
have an opportunity to inspect them. The 
bureau asserts the election commissioners 
broke this promise, and as a result no one 
had an opportunity to examine them until 
one was taken before the state Supreme 
court and another before the Butts legisla- 
tive committee. The decision of the Supreme 
court is cited as saying an electorate cannot 
understandingly vote upon the machine 
within the one minute prescribed by statute. 
Several new points against the contract are 
made. One is that the election commission- 
ers had no authority to buy the machines. 
The voting machine statute provides the mat- 
ter must be submitted to the voters for ap- 
proval.

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CROWN PRINCE FLOUTS KAISER 


Demands Ernst Renounce Claim 
to German Throne. 


REQUEST IS NOT CONSIDERED 


— 


Sonsattonal Family Quarrel Near as 


Result of Break. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

BERLIN, Oct. 16.—A sensation was caused 
throughout the empire today when it became 
known that Crown Prince Friedrich Wilhelm 
had taken a strong stand against his new 
brother-in-lavws Prince Ernst of Cumberland, 
in the matter of renouncing the Hanoverian 
succession. . 

The crown prince wrote a letter to Chan- 
cellor von Bethmann- Hollweg declaring that 
the Gueiph prince should not be ailowed to 
ascend the throne of Brunswick until he 
makes a clear and specific renunciation of the 
Cumberland claima,to the throne of Hanover. 

Friedrich Wilhelm's action is the more 
startling because his view is the opposite of 
those of the kaiser and the government. 


Break with Emperor Seen. 

The spectacle of an heir to the throne pro- 
testing in writing to the head of the gov- 
ernment againat a policy adopted by the sov- 
ereign has rarely occurred and the incident 
probably accounts for the absence on Oct. 8 
of the crown prince from the review by Em- 
peror Wilhelm at Dantsic of the hussar regi- 
ments, of Which the crown prince commands 
one, and from the luncheon at which every 
other officer of the brigade was present. 

The situation possesses all the elements of 


a sensational dynastic family quarrel, par- | 


ticularly as since her marriage to Prince 
Ernst August Princess Victoria Luise has 
adopted a more extreme position than her 
father. 3 / 

The crown prince’s protest has proved un- 
successful, for the imperial chancellor to- 
day sent a long reply to him in which he 
justified the position taken by the Prussian 
government. 


Public with Crown Prince. 

The crown prince’s letter, like his demon- 
stration in the reichstag in 1911, when he 
applauded an attack on the German chancel- 
lor during a debate on Morocco, has struck 


a sympathetic chord in the public mind and 


he has added apparently to his popularity in 
taking a stand against his father’s policy. 
Even the radical Morgen Post says: 

“Public opinion is united in holding that 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg would 
sacrifice the constitution and the welfare of 
the empire to dynastic considerations. The 
imperial chancellor can rely upon no politi- 
cal party for support against the crown 
prince.“ 

The conservative Post regards the letter 
as a gratifying incident. The other papers, 
however, while approving of the crown 
prince’s purpose, treat the letter, especially 
its publication, as regrettable. 

The Tageblatt decidedly disapproves the 
letter. Nevertheless it is certain that the 
prince will be enthroned early in November 
as the Prussian: ministry will have ample 
support in the bundesrath. Arrangements 
are already being made in the duchy of 
Brunswick for the enthronement.

Deputy Marshals Arrest C. E. 
Brown and F. S. Winslow. 


EACH HAD STOCK SCHEME. 
Charge Investors and Others Lost by 
Operations. 


Charles E. Brown and Frank 8. Winslow, 
alleged operators of fraudulent stock 
schemes, were arrested yesterday by fed- 
eral officials on charges of using the mails 
to defraud. > 

Brown has an office at 1014 Ashiand block 
and Winslow at 30 North Dearborn street. 
They were taken by der uty marshals on com- 
plaint of postoffice inspectors. Commis- 
sioner Lewis F. Mason fixed the bonds of 
each at $5,000. 

Brown's scheme, according to the govern- 
ment, was to ad~‘ertise for investors and sell 
steel engraved stock certificates. He told 
his victims, according to the postal officials, 
that he could organize corporations and sell 
anywhere from $1,000,000 to $50,000,000 worth 
of stock. He charged big fees in advance, it 
is alleged, and never sold any stock. 

Winslow’s method, according to the 
charges, was to advertise that he had from 
$10,000 to $25,000 to invest in any business 
that looked honest and promising and in 
which he would be assured of a square 
deal.” 

After getting into communication with al- 
leged victims, the inspectors said, Winslow 
suggested reincorporation with himself as 
the head. He then persuaded the original 
owners to turn their money over to him.

DEMAND FOR EFFICIENCY.

Washington. D. C., Oct. 16.—Safety at sea 
for travelers and improved working condl- 
tions for sailors on merchant ships were 


taken up in the senate today when debate 


| began on the seaman's servitude bill. 


The Volturno disaster Agured prominently 
in the discussion. Senators expressed the 
opinion that more acequate laws on loading 
of cargoes and requiring higher efficiency in 
crews, would do much to prevent similar 
catastrophes. 

The senate has agreed to vote not later than 
Oct. 22. The measure passed the last con- 
gress, but was pocket vetoed by President 
Taft. 

Senator La Follette charged that large 
shipping interests had prevented adequate 
reform for years. He presenteu a substitute 
for the bill which would go farther in requir- 
ing an absolute test of efficiency for seamen 
on ocean liners. 


Wants Seamen Thoroughly Trained. 

Fire drills and lifeboat drills cannot be had 
on ocean vessels, the senator continued, un- 
der conditions approaching those which con- 
front a ship's crew at the time of disaster at 
sea. The greatest safety, he said, lies in a 
law that will require an adequate number of 
seamen, thoroughly trained. 

Senator Burton contended compulsory life- 
boat drills and fire drills should be required 
by the bill.

If that 
challenge were not taken up now, the effects 
of our indifference would be felt in every 
country for a generation. 

A realization of this must come to the 
Russian government. And it is the high 
duty of European and American peoples to 
bring this realization by a protest which 
cannot be ignored by any nation which hopes 
to keep a place in the honor of the modern 
world. 


SOUND SENSE FROM A SOUND MAN. 
When George E. Cole has anything to say 
on politics it is worth the attention of this 
community. No man identified with public 
life has a more level head or a more disin- 
terested point of view. Few know better 
the currents of political influence and the 
motions of public sentiment and action. 

Mr. Cole’s remarks on the need of a con- 
stitutional convention as prior to any at- 
tempt at charter legislation are sound and 
timely. “The big men of Chicago,” says 
Mr. Cole, “ who want the right kind of a 
charter, may as well face the situation and 
get in on the constitutional convention 
propaganda in conjunction with the charter 
movement.”

As for the general amendments sought, 
aside from the charter, Mr. Cole says: “J 
tell you there will be no tax amendment or 
any other constitutional changes we need 
until we get a constitutional convention. 
The farmers will never stand for a tak 
amendment until they get the initiative and 
referendum. Why? Because they are 
afraid of an increase of taxation without the 
initiative and referendum as a safeguard.“ 

We are in a blind alley on constitutional 
reform. Nothing is plainer than that, and 
the only ones who profit by the situation are 
those who find the present nnwholesome 
restrictions profitable. These make a very 
small force, measured against the power of 
the people as a whole, whose political, 
economic, and social progress and well being 
are hampered by laws made by and for 
another generation. 

If Illinois cannot accomplish a revision, 
and a wise revision, of its fundamental laws 
at this time, we confess a humiliating retro- 
gression from our forbears and predecessors,

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


HORTLY after President Poincaré toek 

up his duties as chief magistrate of 

France I drew attention to the fact 

that he had publicly announced that 

he did not propose to submit to the 

tyranny of the protocol during his term of 
office. 

He was aware that the existence of his 
predecessors at the palace of the Diysée Had 
been rendered not merely miserable, but a 
perfect torture, by that extraordinary bu- 
reau of the department of foreign affairs 
known and dreaded as the protocol, which in- 
sisted that they should not do this, and that 
they should not do that, that they should go 
here, and that they should not go there, what 
they should wear, and what they should not 
wear, and which undertook to govern by 
precedent and by rule devised by the succes- 
sive chiefs of the bureau every phase of the 
president's public and private life. | 

The protocol, originally intrusted in the 
reign of Napoleon III. with the mere duties 
of drawing up the draft or protocol of treaties 
{whence its name) and with the writing and 
dispatch of letters of congratulation and 
condolence sent by the emperor to foreign 
courts on the occasion of births or marriages, 
has since 1871 usurped the role of a dictator 
of etiquette and of cermonial,,not only with 
regard to the department of foreign affairs 
but likewise towards the entire French ad- 
ministrative world, from the president down- 
wards. 


~~ 

The blow has at length fallen. Armand, 
Mollard, the chief of the bureau, has been re- 
lieved of his duties and sent to represent the 
republic as minister plenipotentiary of the 
second class at Luxemburg. 

Instead of promoting his chief assistant, 
Pierre de Fouquiéres, brother of André de 
Fouquiéres, to the vacant office, the president 
has confided the direction of the bureau, and 
incidentally its radical reorganisation, to 
William Martin, who, despite his English 
name, is a Frenchman, and who was his pri- 
vate secretary when he was premier and min- 
ister of foreign affairs at the time of his 
election to the presidency. ‘ 

Having held office as minister of foreign 
jaffairs, M. Poincaré knows all about this 
bureau of the protocol and about its absurd- 
ities which, it the truth were known, were 
often discussed by him with his then private 
secretary, William Martin, whe helds the 
rank of minister plenipotentiary in the diplo- 
matic service. 


Ait he has been appointed it is because M. 


Poincaré has a pian for the reorganization of 
the bureau, which he knows that M. Martin 
will carry out in accordance with his views 
and wishes. 

Wulle this is hard for Pierre de Fouqulères, 
who is generally liked, it is a source of con- 
gratulation to the entire French official 
world and also to the corps diplomatique. 
Armand Mollard, heavily built, somewhat 
slouchy in appearance, suggesting the «mall 


‘| bourgeois or well to do péasant in appear- 


ance, rather than the Gallic elegance and 
grace which one would expect to find in 
France's grand master of ceremonies, got 
his appointment because he was said to be 
the only person in France, or out of it, who 
understood the peculiar laws of official eti- 
quette of his father’s invention. 

His father was the chief of the protocol 
bureau during the early days of the present 


repudlie and was elevated to that position be- 


cause he was found to be the only clerk re- 
maining.of the protocol bureau of the reign 
of Napoleon and the sole person, therefore, 
who had any knowledge of its traditions 
and customs. ' 
He started out in life as a goldsmith’s ap- 
Prentice and was a cornetist in the orchestra 
of one of the minor theaters in Parig when 
he secured his petty clerkship in the protocol 
dureau in the closing years of the empire.

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- mined upon its reorganization under the di- 


stock of diplomatic Durope, and ite presump- 
tion in attempting to digtate to foreign em- 
bassies a source of constant annoyance. 

No one has realized this better than Presi- 
dent Poincaré, and that is why he has deter- 


rection of his former private secretary, Wil- 
liam Martin, who new becomes, therefore, 
grand master of ceremonies to the govern- 
ment of the republic.

President Poincaré proposes to spend a 
good deal more time in traveling about than 
his predecessors at the Elysée palace, and is 
credited with the intention of visiting every 
one of the eighty-six departments into which 
France is divided during his term of office, 
in addition to the series of state visits which 
he will be obliged to pay to foreign capitais, 
as well as to Tunis and Algeria. 

In view of this the ‘various railroad com- 
panies of France have clubbed together to 
provide him with a new and up to date presi- 
dential train of five cars at an expense of 
about $200,000, to which each of them will 
contribute its share. 

The present presidential train is completely 
out of date, being some twenty-five years 
old. Not being on bogey wheels, it cannot 
travel with safety at the rate of the modern 
expresses. 

The train will comprise a large pedroom 
for the president, a library, a reception room, 
a dining room, and a bathroom, etc.

‘J. Cermak, chief bailiff of the Municipal 
court, who said he appeared as secretary- 
treasurer of the Liberty league, an alleged 
offshoot of the United Societies. Opposed to 
both was Michael Michelson, secretary of the 
Merchants’ Protective association. 


Wants Transfers Forbidden. 

Michelson insisted the ordinance be amend- 
ed so as to block the transfer of licenses to 
breweries, wholesale liquor dealers, or the 
representatives of either. That was what 
started the row. 

Michelson's opponents charged the Mer- 
chants” Protective association had been or- 
ganized, to defend prosecutions brought 
against its members by the Englewood Law 
and Order league for the 26 dice game. 
They said he was fighting the Liquor Deal- 
ers’ association because that body had re- 
fused to contribute $300 toward the defense. 
His reply was that the other side was repre- 
senting the breweries. 

The Haderlein ordinance purports to give 


the mayor authority to give preference to 
the holders of licenses at the beginning of a 


new period. The mayor said he thought the 
passage of the measure would not increase 
his authority in that respect in the slightest. 

Because of the hubbub at the license com- 
mittee meeting action on the proposition was 
postponed until next Thursday. 


Grants 26 Game Continuances. 

Municipal Judge Wade of the Englewood 
branch granted the request of Attorney John 
C. Williams, representing six saloonkeepers 
charged with permitting the 26 dice game 
in their places, for a continuance. 

The court even granted the defendant’s at- 
torney one day more than was asked for. 
Attorney John H. Lyle of the Bnglewood 
Law and Order league insisted that the trial 
proceed at once. 

Assistant State's Attorne> Fahy readily 
agreed to the continuance. 

The men were arrested on warrants sworn 
to by members of the Englewood Law and 
Order league more than two months ago. 
Since then Judge Wade has granted contin-

But safety engineers estimate that only 
one-third of the total number of industrial 
accidents are caused by dangerous plants 
and machinery; two-thirds are the result 
of carelessness on the part of the work- 
men. It is true in all lines of work that 
familiarity breeds contempt for danger.

Norder to make the men more careful, 

to give them an active and enduring in- 
terest in the protection of themselves and 
their fellow workmen, safety committees 
are formed among the men in each shop 
or in each department of a large shop. 
They inspect the plant, make suggestions 
for further safeguards, and attend regular 
meetings, at which each accident and its 
causes are discussed and explained. Every 
few months the memberships of these com- 
mittees are changed, so that in the course 
of time all the men in a plant get a chance 
to serve on them. 

In some plants and on some railroads 
prizes are offered to the departments or 
divisions which have the smallest number 
of accidents. 

All these plans, carefully worked out in 
detail, and statements showing just how 
many human eyes and legs and lives they 
have saved in various industries, will be at 
the disposal of all the employers of the 
United States through the new headquar- 
ters of the National Council for Industria]

CALLED DANGER 


Maj. Funkhouser Tells En- 
gineers’ Club of “Moral- 
ity’s Worst Enemy.” 


ALSO TALKS OF “MOVIES.” 


Wants Business Men to Help the 
City’s Experts in the Cen- 
soring of Films. 


Maj. M. L. C. Funkhouser of the police de- 


partrnent yost°rday assailed the so-called 
„animal dancing in the public halls as 
“the worst enemy of morality in Chicago.“ 

The influence of the public dance hall, the 
aecond deputy said, causes the downfall of 
more girls and more young men than most 
residents of Chicagorealize. Motion pictures 
he declared instill criminal instincts in the 
minds of many children. 

The major made his statement at a lunch- 
eon at the Chicago Engineers’ club, 314 
Federal street. In his work the moral con- 
ditions of the city are under his supervision 
and he said he based his statements on in- 


formation he had gathered since he took up 


his position last March. 


Wants Buriness Men Censors. 

The major asked the Engineers’ club to 
name three members to become a part of a 
committee of seventy-five business men who 
are to arrive at a standard of censorship for 
motion pictures. 

The committee is expected to devote three 
hours each week to viewing films in the city’s 
theater in the city hall for several months 
and from their experiences to arrive at a 


“Tt is difficult to establish a standard of 
moving pietures, he said. In that work 
we need the aid of citizens whose children 


are to see the films. Persons who take their 


children to the motion picture theaters are 
more able to judge what their children should 
see than,are the police. 

“We refuse now to permit the showing of 
pictures exploiting crime, ridiculing consti- 
tuted authority, or showing * degrada- 
tion of women. 


Film Makers Learn Leceon. 


„ The film makers have learned that, and 
those pictures are not sent here. But there 
are other pictures which might not fall in 
those three classes which should be sup- 
pressed for the sake of children. 

„Complaints have come to me from settle- 
ment workers that all the work they do with 
the foreign children in the way of education 
and civilization is undone by the gunplay 
pictures and the pictorial stories of broken 
homes. 

„A film has an educational value. The 
other day, two women on the south side 
complained to a theater manager about the 
pictures he was showing. He told them the 
people wanted them. The women took the 
theater for a week and made twice as much 
as he. They showed the Joliet steel works, 
lumber mills, and other educational fea- 
tures.” 

The major said 40 per cent of the patronage 
of motion picture theaters is from the chil- 
dren of the city. 

The ‘animal dance’ of the public halls,“ 
he continued, has the most corrupt infiu- 
ence on the young that you can imagine.”

Raised Onions Near Town. 


I have a thrifty friend who earned cuite a 
sum by raising onions. As she lived at the 
edge of a large city she tried her luck at rais- 
ing onions to get some pin money and found 
it both paying and healthful. She raised what 
are called potato onidns, putting them in the 
ground late in the fall. 

The last of October she had the space for 
the onions plowed and laid off in rows and then 
set the onion beds about fifteen inches apart, 
bringing the dirt in close around them, -She 
let them remain that way for three weeks or 
until it began to get cold enough to freeze. 
She then covered them with manure to the 
depth of two or three inches and let them re- 
maln undisturbed until the latter part of March 
when the manure was raked off. In a short 
time the onions were large enough to hoe and 
this had to be done once a week from then on. 

By putting these onions out in the fall they 
are large enough to eat so much earlier than 
those put out in the early spring, your oppor- 
tunity for selling them is far better, and you 
can demand a better price for early products. 
The space which her onions occupied was 80 
feet long ahd 12 feet wide and in that space 
she had seven rows of onions, which yielded 
an average of $6 a row, or a total of $42 each 
season. All of these she sold out in bunches 
at 6, 10, and 15 cents. EL KRUEGER,

Handy Kitchen, Brush. 

An old woman finds much pleasure and earns 
a neat sum by making feather brushes. She 
takes fifteen large goose feathers, pulls off the 
fronds, leaving three inches of the top to serve 
as bristles, The feathers are then tied together 
with fishing cord just below the fronds and 
weaving in and out of the quills forms a handle. 
To the end of this is fastened a bone ring for 
a hanger. The brush is then dipped into hot 
water to sterilize and when dry is wrapped 
in waxed paper ready for the market. These 
sell readily for 6 and 10 cents each, according 
to size and feathers. The brush is useful for 
greasing baking pans and one woman uses it 
to brush hot paraffin around the edge of pre- 
serving jars. The brush is easily cleaned by 
dipping it into hot water.

O make 5 vote of women effective it 
must de tisan, was the advice of 
A. A. M — ck, president of the county 
board, to the women of the Klio associa- 
tion yesterday. The meeting, which was 
for the discussion of suffrage topics, was held 
in the south parlor of the Auditorium hotel. 

Mr. McCormick said that if, particularly in 
municipal affairs, the women all joined parties 
and voted ag party omen they would have 
accomplished nothing more than to increase the 
number of electors. 

“There isn’t a question that can come up 
that has the slightest political. bias in city or 
county,“ he said. “In the county we deal with 
the county hospital, Oak Forest, -delinquent chil- 
Gren, poor people, sick and injured persons in 
need of help. There is nothing approaching a 
political division in any feature of our work. 

—— 

„It's the person and not the party for whom 
you should vote. If you bring the weight of 
your voting power on the man or woman best 
equipped for the office, nine-tenths of the coun- 
ty’s problems will be solved. 

“The county board is a political ragbag. 
Nominations for it always have been given to 
a German, an Italian, a Pole, two or three 
Irishmen, a negro, and all the nationalities. 
Women would make the best county commis- 
sioners,; because most of the business of the 
board comes under the field of work that has 
been woman's for generations. 

“But if you don’t nominate women, nominate 
men who will do something for the county. 
We have got men on the board who never 
bother to go near an institution. They simply 
come down to meetings and vote against me. 
That seems to be their greatest satisfaction.”

Mr. MoCormick asserted that three men could 
do the business of the board much more satis- 
factorily than fifteen. 

Mre. Genres W. Trout, president of the II- 
nois Equal Suffrage association, asserted that 
the panic over the possibility of the suffrage 
bill being declared unconstitutional is un- 
founded.

Cook Books: Pie Crust. 


ONSIDERED from the point of view of 

its influence, there is no more important 

piece of literature than a cook book. 

That this piece of literature is so often 

held in slight esteem is because there 
are so many cook books that are worthless and 
dull. Yet there are others which are interest- 
ing. entertaining, lively. and highly valuable. 
During at least 200 years there have been writ- 
ten cook books which are true classics.” 

A bride of a year, who has worked out some 
ideas of her own during her year of house- 
keeping, says that she first went to her new 
book for a pie crust recipe. There were two. 
Tho first said to “use enough water to make a 
soft dough”; the second advised “just enough 
water.” What should she do?, It was a per- 
plexing situation, or, according to a recent 
clever picture of a bride with a cook book in 
her hand, there was “trouble ahead.” 

If she had been as fortunately advised as 
many a beginner at housekeeping has been, she 
would have purchased for less than $2 Miss 
Fannie Merritt Farmer's book, “The Boston 
Cooking School Cook Book,” which probably is 
used by more young women in the United States 
than any other. 

As far as report and personal experience goes, 
there is not a single recipe in Miss Farmer's 
book that will produce a failure, 4ven in the

hands of the inexperienced. Probably every 
one of these recipes was worked out in Miss 
Farmer's school, and while Miss Farmers 
scientific statements have been spoken of as 
not sound, her performances as a cook never 
have been questioned. 

Mrs. Hills Practical Coching and Semving“ 
is equally good, but is bulkfer and more ex- 
pensive. It has the advantage of being some- 
what more comprehensive. a

Any writer om cookery must have a large 
library of books, but it is astonishing how 
many of them will prove to be comparatively 
worthless and unreliable, even for reference. 

The books written by hotel cooks deserve a 
wider use in private homes than most of them 
get. Probably Filippini’s The International 
Cook Book,” which can now be had for $1, but 
was originally $4.80, can be relied upon for 
every sort of cooking; certainly its recipes for 
broiling are infallible. Few cook books pre- 
pared strictly for the home give sufficiently pre- 
cise methods for this sort of cooking, to which 
many home cooks are devoted because it takes 
so little time

Mrs. Hill’s directions are explicit, and she men- 
tions the quanttiy of water to use. Miss 
Farmer does not, and neither does she use what

PASTE FOR ONE PIE.—*“Sift a half a 
pound of flour on a table. Make a fountain 
hollow space—in the center; place in it one 
ounce and a half of butter, one gill of cold 
water, and one saltspoon and a half of salt. 
Then with the hand mix the butter, water, and 
salt briskly for three minutes, and gradually 
and slowly .jncorporate the flour with the rest, 
mixing for five minutes. Lay the paste on «a 
plate; cover it with a towel and place in a 
cool place to rest for a few minutes. Have 
ready three ounces of well washed butter in a 
lump; return the paste to the table, flatten it 
lightly, then place the lump of butter in the 
center, fold over the edges so as to inclose the 
butter, roll it out lengthwise with the pastry 
roller, and refold the paste into three folds, 
Let it rest again in a cool place for three min- 
utes; then roll it again, fold it as before, and 
set in the ice box for five minutes,” 

This is overelaborate, but it will make the 
finest pastry in the hands of the experienced. 
No inexperienced person can make a superfine 
pastry.

PRIS ON TERM FOR 
PRIVATE BANKER 
H. J. Fink of Belleville Pleads 
Guilty and Gets Indeter- 
minate Sentence. 


FROM ONE 10 FOUR YEARS 


| Accused of Euberslement! Bav- 
‘ings of Many Women Placed 
in His Hands Disappear, 


Belleville, Iu., Oot. 1d -Heury J, Vink, the 
former private banker whose disappearance 
a few weeks ago resulted in an investiga- 
uon ot his affairs, today pleaded guilty to 
embezzlement and was sentenced to an in- 
determinate term of one to four years in the 
penitentiary at Chester, III. 

Fink was arraigned in Judge Hanley’s 
court on @ charge of embezzling $1,000 from 
Walter J, Cole, a druggist. The money, it is 
charged, was collected by Fink on a mort- 
gage, but was not turned over to Cole, 

Several other embezzlement charges are 
pending against Fink, but probably they will 


not be prosecutd. 


Foroed Into Bankruptcy, 

Fink's affair were found to be ina hopeless 
tangle after the investigation into his tran- 
sections had proceeded a little way and in- 
voluntary proceedings in bankruptcy are 
now pending against him in the federal 
court at Danville, 

Fink, as private banker, had a business 
reaching hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
The savings of many women were intrusted 
to him. In addition he handled many mort- 
gages for persons living in the vicinity of this 
city. 


Refused Time to “Make Good,” 

A few days after his disappearance he was 
found at the home of relatives in St. Louis. 
He said he had left Belleville in order to 
secure a needed rest and avoid a nervous 
collapse. He insisted that if he were given 
time and that if legal proceedings were not 
instituted against him he could straighten 
out his affairs. 

In spite of this assurance, however, a 
warrant for his arrest was sworn out. When 
he learned of the warrant Fink left St. Louis 
for Belleville and gave himself up. Later 
the St. Clair county grand jury investigated 
his affairs. % 

Fink today was served with thirty sum- 
monses in chancery suits.
